OTTAWA, 111., May 0.—Seas of water 


are over and in the five unfortunate Il- 
linois towns—Ottawa, Marseilles, Peru, 
La Salle and Utlea. Tho Illinois river 
has risen steadily through the day. 
To-night the cities are in total dark- 
ness, the result of the flooding of the 
electric and gas plants 
Boats are used 


for communication 


To-day the Hat of unfortunates by 


flood was added to by the numbers of 
people driven from houses which cs 
caped yesterday. 
Despite all efforts 


the manufacturing district was totally 
covered by water this afternoon 
As 


the waters'rose building would close 
down and the employes leave to await 
the subsiding of the flood 


Ottawa will be helpless for a week at 


least 
Marseilles, La Salic anil t'eni 


are iu an even more desperate coudi 
tion. At Marseilles, the river steadily 
rising, is more and more dreaded as the 
levees weaken 
There is little hope 


they will stand much longer, and every- 
one in the district threatened lias re- 
moved all property to high ground. 


At La Salle the situation is even more 


desperate than it was last night, the 
water having advanced from two to 
three feet all around the city, and the 
manufactories, the waterworks, street 
railway and electric light plants still 
being under water. 


At Utica the waters have encioached 


btill further upon the lower end of the 
village from the rivei, and the outlets 
east and west ate blocked by water 
Tha EHects of the Storms In Northern 
IlUnoia. 


Crucian, May 0 —The worst effects 


of the great rain btoiViis in not them Il- 
linois are being ovcicoim- by tho rail- 
roads, andtiamcis now being giadu- 
ally resumed, although it will be sev- 
eral days yet before all repairs can be 
made 
There were a dozen washouts 


on the Santa Fe road alone, but their 
track has been patched up as well as 
possible and trains are again in motion,

It was an interesting sight to thoee { 


who were in attendance ot the Repub- 
lican itate convention, when Stephen A.

Douglas is a splendid 
speaker and when ho rose tbe whisper 
went round, "It is Stephen A. Douglas" 
and in a few moments every body was 
uniol and anxiously awaiting what ho 
might have (o say. Having been reong- 
n:zed by the presiding officer he said: 


More than a quarter of a century ago, 
tftiBii n boy, I met in Washington two 
gentlemen. One was tall, awkward, and 
ungainly. The other was more rotund of 
form, but greatness was stamped npon 
the brow nt each, and kindness and good 
will shone (mm the eyes of both. 
As 
those two men rallied my hair and pulled 
my eara they spoke gentle words of tender 
kindness of my dead father, whom both 
bud (ought, but whom both bad respected. 
Those two men were Abraham Lincoln 
and Richard Yatto. 


Aa these reflections crowded npon 


him the speaker became visibly affected,

About twenty contractors and materia 


furnishers met in the grand jury room 
last night to discuss a proposition for 
the organization of a builders' union. A. 
H. Cope presided, and B. O. Bosen per- 
formed the duties ot secretary. In the 
deliberations it was developed that there 
was uo disposition to organize in opposi- 
tion to the trade unions, but that so far 
as tbe organization should affect the 
trades un ons, it would be to prevent 
strikes on account ot a disagreement or 
misunderstanding with any one or more 
builders, as it would afford a speedy 
method ot consultation in case ot threat- 
ened trouble.
